were the first to call attention to the 
fact that the murder occurred on the;

hanging Instead of electrocution, with 
the U. S. marshal 
carrying out

sentence instead of the warden at the 
slate prison.

Sitting behind the netting in 
the 


grand stand at the Polo grounds, New 
York, on Thursday were three men who 
helped to Place New York on the base- 
ball map more than twenty-five years 
ago, when the .Giants won their first 
National league pennant and subse- 
quently a world's championship.. It-was 
a reunion that made some of the vet- 
eran fans think of old times. Those 
men were Joh'n'B. Day, James Mutrie 
and Roger Connor,' yet it is possible 
that very few of the present generation 
of rooters could tell you much . about 
them. 


Day owned a tobacco business down 


in Maiden lane when Mutrie breezed 
into town from New England with an 
idea. By the merest chance Ihey met 
and Mutrie told Day that if he would 
put up a few hundred dollars to lease 
a plot of ground away up on the East 
Side a baseball club could be establish- 
ed and some money might be 
made. 


Day consented to.go into the scheme, 
and together they organized the old 
Metropolitan club, which played in- 
dependently for a while 
and 
then 


gained membership in the once fam- 
ous American association. 


Baseball under Day and Mutrie wao 


such a good thing that 
twenty-five 


years ago they were compelled to se- 
cure larger grounds. So they leased 
from August Belmont and others the 
old Polo grounds, then located at Fifth 
avenue and 110th street. Incidentally 
they organized the New York c!ub and 
made a big deal for new players with 
the Troy club. 
Among these 
new 


players was Roger Connor, a first base- 
man, who could hit the~T;aTl a mile; 
Tim Keefe and Mickey Welch, famous 
pitchers, and .Buck Ewing, the' best 
catcher that ever put on the mask. Ad- 
mitted to the'National league, the New 
York's soon became so popular that the 
Metropolitans were sold to Erastus Wi- 
man and were transferred to Staten 
Island, where the club gradually died 
a natural death. 
- 


It was In 1887 that Day and Mutrie 


began to make a fortune. The crowds 
at the old Polo grounds were enormous. 
The Detroits, with such stars as Dan 
Brouthers, Ed Hanion, Jim White, Jack 
Rowe, Charley Bennet, Hardie Rich- 
ardson, Ladz Baldwin, Fred Dunlap, 
Sam Thompson and otners; drew such 
a crowd one day that the fences and 
turnstiles were torn down and thou- 
sands of fans rushed Into the enclos- 
ure free. The New York players stood 
at the wrecked gates with bags, boxes 
and other receptacles Into which silver 
pieces poured In a steady torrent. That 
was after all the tickets had been sold 
and there was no other way to'collect 
the admission fees. Nobody ever knew 
how many persons crowded around the 
diamond that day, but it was estimated 
that more than 30,000 got inside the 
fences. 
In 1888 and 1889 the Giants, 


with Mutrie manager, won the world's 
championship, defeating the St. Louis 
Browns the first year and the Brook- 
lyns the second. 
Day made $200,000 


out of those campaigns and raised his 
players' salaries, some of them getting 
as much as $BOOO for a season's work. 
Mutrie, known everywhere as Smiling 
Jeems, became famous as the origina- 
tor of the war cry. "We are the~peo- 
ple!" 
Wherever 
he 
went with his 


Giants, crowds of fans used to hear his 
battle cry. All was prosperity and hap- 
piness then for the two men who had 
placed the national game on a firm 
basis in New York City. 


But suddenly ail this good 
fortune 


vanished. Everything, seemed to go 
wrong. The board of aldermen ordered 
a street cut through the Polo grounds 
and Day selected a new home for the 
Giants at Eighth avenue and 
155th 


street, now a vacant lot. This place 
had not been used for a year before 
another heavy blow was administered 
to Day and Mutrie. The ball 
players 


organized a Brotherhood and with few 
exceptions Ihey deserted their old em- 
ployers. Connor, Ewing, Keefe, Ward, 
Gore, O'Rourke, Ed Crane and others 
who had drawn big salaries under Day 
left his employ, although they admitted 
they had no grievances. 
It was simply 


a mailer of principle, they said, and 
they could not violate a Brotherhood 
pledge. 


This revolt wrecked Day and Mutrie 


financially. They spent a large sum in 
trying to combat another New York 
club established bjf tho 
players 
at 


Brotherhood 
park, 
now 
the 
Polo 


grounds. 
Mutrie 
soon 
became 
an 


Invalid and had to give up active work, 
while Day went back to his little to- 
bacco store downtown. The 
Brother- 


hood wns a failure and In time tho star 
players dropped out of the game. Con- 
nor, 
who saved his money, became a 


property owner In Wnterbury; 
Keefe 


retired to his home 
In 
Cambridge, 


Mass.; Ward took up the practice of 
law; Ewing died and Ihe once cham- 
pion Giants were soon forgotten. 
But 


Dny <ind Mutrlo nre still close friends, 
.and when they met Connor nt tho 
'jjamo on Thursday they could not help 
talking fit the good old days.

The corporation is conducted on the theory thnt there is but one interest to 
be served and that the interest of-the stockholders. 
Experience has proved 


times beyond number that the interests of such a. corporation are best 
served by placing- the business in the hands of a small board of directors, 
rarely exceeding fifteen and sometimes only five, seven or nine. 
These 


directors may select an agent, or executive officer to conduct the business 
for them. This hoard is the supreme official body in the corporation, being 
usually empowered to elect its officers and also to discharge them at w 
Thus all the powers of the stockholders are delegated to one-official board.

discharged prleoncrs. He has been In 
the city attending the International 
prison association's meetings, and was 
Invited to preach In St. Matthew's.

of work in a prison I, at least, have 
failed to find the racft of criminals—I 
have found merely men, men in differ- 
ent stages of mtntnl nnd moral devel- 
opment, men who are the tea.rs of 
things, human 'lacrymae rerum hu- 
manarum.1 


''There are two classes of men 
in 


prison who can be reclaimed, although

They were sent out into life 
with a ki«k. They have not forgotten

. Sitting behind the netting, in 
the 


grand stand at the Polo grounds, New 
York, on Thursday were three men who 
helped to place New York oh the base- 
ball map more than twenty-five years 
ago,, when the Giants won their, first 
National league pennant and subse- 
quently a world's championship. It was 
a reunion that made sorno of the vet- 
eran fans think of old times. Those 
men were John B. Day, James Mutrie 
and Roger. Connor, yet it is possible 
that very few of the present generation 
of rooters could tell you much about 
them. 


Day own'ed a tobacco business down 


In Maiden lane when Mutrie breezad 
Into town from New England with an 
Idea. By the merest chance they met 
and Mutrie told Day that if he would 
put up a few hundred dollars to lease 
a plot of ground away up on the East 
Side a baseball club could be establish- 
ed and some, money might be 
made. 


Day consented to go into the scheme, 
and together they organized the old 
Metropolitan club, which played In- 
dependently for a while 
and 
then 


gained membership In the once fam- 
ous American association. 


Baseball under Day and Mutrie was 


such a good thing that 
twenty-five 


years ago they were compelled to se- 
cure larger grounds. So they leased 
from August Belmonl and others the 
old Polo grounds, then located at Fifth 
avenue and 110th street. Incidentally 
they organized the New York club and 
made a big deal for new players with 
the Troy club. __ Among these 
new 


players vjas Roger Connor, a first base- 
man, who could hit the ball a m'H'e;- 
Tim Keefe and Mickey Welch,' famous 
pitchers, and Buck Ewing, the 
best 


catcher that ever put on the mask. Ad- 
mitted to the National league, the New 
Yorks-soon became so popular that the 
Metropolitans were sold to Erastus Wl- 
man and were transferred 
to Staten 


Island, where the club gradually died 
a natural death. 


It was In 1887 that Day and Mutrie 


began to make a fortune. The crowds 
at the old Polo grounds were enormous. 
The Detroits, with such star's as Dan 
Brouthers, Ed Hanlon, Jim White, Jack 
Howe, Charley Bennet, Hardle Rich- 
ardson, 
LadK Baldwin, Fred Dunlap, 


Sam Thompson and others, drew such 
a crowd one day that the fences and 
turnstiles were torn down and thou- 
sands of fans rushed Into the enclos- 
ure free. The New York players stood 
at the wrecked gates with bags, boxes 
and other receptacles into which silver 
pieces poured In a steady torrent. That 
was after all the tickets had beer sold 
and there was no other way to collect 
the admission fees. .Nobody ever knew 
how many persons crowded around the 
diamond that day, but It was estimated 
that more than 30,000 got inside the 
fences. 
In 1888 and 1880 the Giants, 


with Mutrie manager, won the world's 
championship, defeating the St. Louis 
Browns the first year and the Erook1 
lyns the second. 
Day made $200,000 


out of those campaigns and raised his 
players' salaries,'some of them getting 
as much as $5000 for a season's work. 
Mutrie, known everywhere as Smiling 
Jeems, became famous as the origina- 
tor of the war cry. 
"We are the peo- 


ple!" 
Wherever 
he went with his 


Giants, crowds of'fans used to hear his 
battle cry. All was prosperity and hap- 
piness then for the two men who had 
placed the national game on a, firm 
bnsls In New York City. 


But suddenly all this good 
fortune 


vanished. Everything seemed to go 
wrong. The board of aldermen ordered 
a street cut through the Polo grounds 
and Day selected a new home for tho 
Olants at Eighth avenue and 
' 155th 


street, now a vacant lot. This 
place 


had not been used for a year before 
another heavy blow was administered 
to Day and Mutrie. Tho ball players 
organized a Brotherhood and with few 
exceptions they deserted their old em- 
ployers. Connor, Ewing, Keefe, Ward, 
Gore, O'Rourke, Ed Crane nnd others 
who had drawn bis salaries under Day 
left hls'employ, although they admitted 
they had no grievances. It wns simply 
a matter of principle, they said, and 
they could not violate a Brotherhood 
pledge. 


This revolt wrecked Day and Mutrie 


financially. They spent a largelsum in 
trying to combat another New York 
club established by the 
players 
at 


Brotherhood park, now 
the 
Polo 


grounds. 
Mutrie soon became 
an 


Invalid and had to give up active' work, 
while Day went back to hlsvlittlo. to- 
bncco store, downtown. The Brother- 
hoed wns a failure and In time the star 
players dropped out of the game. Con- 
nor, 
who saved his money, became a 


property owner In Waterbury; 
Keefe 


retired to his homo 
In 
Cambridge, 


Mass.; Ward took up the practice of 
law; 
Ewing died and the once cham- 


pion Giants woro soon forgotten. 
But 


Day nnd Mutrlo are still closn friends, 
nnd when they met Connor at the 
gnmo on Thursday they could not help 
talking of the good old days.

We are now a, city of 106,294 with abundant resources, natural and 


otherwise, from which to move onward and upward to a. noble destiny. 


The men. who founded the infant city of Lowell about 74 years ago 


located the nucleus of its business close to the confluence of two noble 
rivers, the Merrirnaek and the Concord. That point was the ideal centre 
of-the. city then, it is so today and is likely so to remain. But Hearing, tho 
diamond'jubilee of our birth as a city and with n population now well over 
the 100,000 mark, is it not time we should move'on to higher and nobler 
things? 
Is it not lime to throw aside the cumbrous and antiquated city 


charter and adopt one more simple, practical and business like, one that 
will respond more readily to the will of the people? 


The machinery of our present city council is altogether too unwieldy. 


It has two boards often in conflict and usually one or both opposed to the 
mayor who is the third factor in ull the legislnlirc enactments.

If we could have our city's business conducted as that of the largo 


corporations is conducted, then the people would have belter government. 
The corporation is conducted on the theory that there is but one interest to 
be served and that the interest of the stockholders. Experience has proved 
times-beyond number that the interests of such a 'corporation are best 
served by placing the business in the hands of a small board of directors, 
larely exceeding fifteen and sometimes only five, seven or nine. 
These 


directors may select aii agent or executive officer to conduct the business 
for them. This board is the supreme official body in the corporation, being 
usually empowered to elect its officers and also to discharge them nt will. 
Thus all the powers of the stockholders are delegated to one official board.

Coast 


DENVER, Oct. 3.—The aeroplane, 


instead of being an adjunct to the 
navy, is likely to replace It, so far 
as coast defense is concerned. In the 
opinion of General Nelson A. Miles, U. 
S. A., retired, who arrived here yester- 
day. 


"The aeroplane eventually will be a 


means of coast defense," said the gon- 
eral, discussing 
aerial 
navigation. 


"Aeroplanes can bo built by the score 
for what one battleship costs. Their 
use would curtail greatly the expense 
of building coast 
defense 
vessels. 


When aeroplanes can fly a 
hundred 


miles out to sea and drop explosives 
over hostile fleets these fleets will be 
cautious about attacking a coast. And 
this condition will .come. 


"Already any nation which goes to 
war must reckon with tho aeroplane. 
They would be extremely advantage- 
ous In reconnolterlng and when 
up 


seven thousand feet would be practi- 
cally immune 
from 
Injury by rifle 
shots.

FOR A NEW CITY 
CHARTER 


Tfe are now a city of 106,294 with abundant .resources, natural and 


otherwise, from which to move onward and upward to a noble destiny. 


The' men who founded tho infant city of JLowell about 74 years ago 


located tie nucleus of its business close to the confluence of two~noble 
rivers, the Merrimack and the Concord. 
That point 'was the ideal centre 


of the city then, .it is so today and is likely so to remain. But Bearing the 
diamond'jubilee of our birth as a city and with- a population now well over 
the 100,000 mark, is it not time we should move on to higher and nobler 
things? 
Is it not lime to throw aside the cumbrous aud antiquated city 


charter and adopt one more simple, practical and business like,.one that 
will respond more readily to the .will of the people? 


The machinery of our present city council is altogether too unwieldy. 


It has two boards often in conflict and usually one or both opposed to the 
mayor who is the-third factor in nil the legislative .enactments. 


If we could have our city's business conducted as that of 'the large 


corporations is conducted, then the people would have better government 
The corporation is conducted on the theory that there is but one interest to 
be served and that the interest of the stockholders. Experience has provec 
times beyond - number Hint the interests' of such a corporation arc best 
served by placing the business in the hands of a small board of directors, 
rarely .exceeding fifteen and sometimes only five, seven or nine. 
Tlic.se 


directors may select an agent or executive officer to conduct the business 
for them. This board is the supreme official body in the corporation, being 
usually empowered to elect its officers and also (.0 discharge them at will. 
Thus all the powers of the stockholders are delegated to one official board. 


The cities that in recent years have modeled their respective govcrn- 


. ments after that of the large 
corporation 
are 
making 
unprecedented 


progress. 
The simple and practical character of the council is working 


wonders. But suppose there was a second governing body in the corpora- 
tion with an executive heod for both, what corporation could do business 
under such an arrangement? 
A double-headed management is unfitted for 


a corporation and is equally unfitted for a. city, an organization or a family. 
Even in a business firm one of the partners must assume the leadership if 
the ^business is to be despatched with reasonable promptness. Yet the city 
of 'Lowell has a double-headed, we might say a triple-headed, government 
ii; charge .of its affairs. 


Not) nnfreqncntly all three, have different views as to what is the best 


policy on any question of importance, and it is extremely difficult to bring 
iibout an agreement. It often happens, too, that these bodies disagree from 
political motives or on account of personal considerations that should not 
enter into the case. Thus the progress of the city's business is blocked by 
outside considerations so that deadlocks result and the business of the city 
is brought to a standstill. 


When action is taken it is usually a compromise of the different bodies 


a via media out of the field of controversy that may be very far from the 
course that would best serve the public good. 
Here then is a proWem of 


great importance awaiting decision by our citizens. 


The question is the radical revision of the old city charter or the 


adoption of an entirely new charter. 


There is no doubt, whatever thaUhe prosperity of our city is retarded 


by our triple-headed city government?^ 


How long are we to continue this widely acknowledged evil? How long 


shall we continue to work under au old-fashioned charter that serves as a 
clog to our progress and prosperity? 


. 
The matter of adopting a new city charter is of more importance than 


has been generally supposed, and \ve should, therefore, endeavor to have 
it revised ns soon as possible.

This matter should be brought to the attention of tho next legislature
